New York 
jobhunter

The terrifying and finally 
fatal odysşey of an average 
young visitor to New York 
highlights again the random 
perils of this fearful city.

tax-free annuities of £400.. The 
Natinnal Executive ` Committee of 
the Labour Party have got „their . 
faéts wrong: any arguments or 
decisions ‘about the matter should 
proceed from the fact that the ٤ 
annuity is £100. 

When the VC was instituted at the 0 
time of the Crimean. War the annuity 
was set at £10 (for other ranks only; 
a socially divisive measure?). When 
Mr Macmillan was Chancellor he 
increased it .to £100 and it is now 
paid to all holders of the VC and GC, 
regardless of military or civilian 4 
. status (burt not to widows or 
widowers). The value of E100 is now 
on its way to becoming derisory in 
itš turn. 

The whole principle .of linking 
annuities to awards for gallantry is 
open to argument, but any goverr- 
ment .Or opposition which raises the 
principle should’ state whether it 
intends to’ abolish them, index-link 
them or allow them, unlike ather 
state pensions, to wither under 
inflationary trends. 

Perha| the. NEC should ' be 
reminded that most living holders of 
these orations were engaged in 
the great anti-! fascist war.
